Sihanouk arrives in Peking 
as Vietnamese press attack 


TEHRAN. Jan. 6 (Agencies) 
— Iran's new Prime Minister 
Shahpour Bakhtiar Saturday 
presented a cabinet of 14 po- 
litical unknowns to the Shah, 
as religious opposition leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini described 
the new government as “illegal*’ 
and called for its downfall 

After presenting his minis- 
ters, Bakhtiar told reporters 
that the 59-year-okl monarch 
wanted to go abroad “shortly” 
for a rest 

The Shah himself told the 
new ministers that he had “en- 
dured for some time” the pres- 
sures of dealing with anti- 
government unrest which has 
brought the country to the 
brink of ruin. 

In his address, broadcast 
later on Radio Iran, the Shah 
said that if he went abroad a 
regency council would act on 
his behalf “so that the consti- 
tution remains in force." 

This was the first direct in- 
dication from the Shah, whose 
power and prestige has been 
shattered by the recent explo- 


sive wave of public hostility, 
that be might quit the country. 

Some diplomats here said 
they expected the Shah to leave 
by next Tuesday, possibly for 
Switzerland or the United Sta- 
tes, but a royal palace spokes- 
man said no plans had yet been 
made. 

Dr. Bakhtiar. a former op- 
position party leader who is 
described here as a Social De- 
mocrat, was asked by the Shah 
to form a government in a last 
ditch attempt to retain an ad- 
ministration which could work 
in tandem with the monarchy. 

Tbe new government is the 
fourth in five months of 
mounting revolutionary fervor 
against the Shah. The previous 
three had all failed to quell the 
demonstrations and economic 
disruption which have paralyzed 
normal life. 

After presenting his cabinet, 
Bakhtiar said the monarch had 
agreed “that he must reign in 
conformity with the constitu- 
tion and.Jhe government must 
rule the country.” 


The outstanding question 
among political and diplomatic 
circles was whether the Shah 
would be able to come back if 
he left the country, or whether 
the uprising against him had 
reached the point of no return.

In Lebanon 

Sarkis again rejects 
settling Palestinians 


BEIRUT. Jan. 6 (Agencies) 
— -Lebanese President Elias Sar- 
kis stressed Saturday that Le- 
banon would never agree to a 
resettlement of Palestinians in 
the country, and said he was . 
convinced 1979 would bring an 
end to the crisis in Lebanon. 

“I am convinced that this 
new year is going to end the 
Lebanese crisis and witness 
the building of a new Leba- 
non," the president told the 
Beirut diplomatic corps in his 
annual new year’s address. 

However, he indirectly at- 
tacked the Camp David ac- 
cords on the grounds that they 
would lead to permanent set- 
tlement in Lebanon of the 
country’s Palestinian popula- 
tion. 

"Neither the Lebanese nor 
the Palestinians have ever ag- 
reed or can agree to settle- 
ment plans because this would 
result in the death of .their 
cause” Sarkis said. 

“It should be noted that all 
solutions put forward for the 
Middle East problem have 
had a common denominator 
the settlement of the Palestin- 
ians in their present countries 
of residence, even if tbe word 
settlement is omitted so as not 
to create tension ,” he said. 

“Peace cannot be achieved 
tn one country by creating a 
war in another," the president 
added. 

Referring to the troubled si- 
tuation in South Lebanon, Sar- 


kis called for reinforcing Unit- 
ed Nations troops deployed in 
the region and said UnifH 
should use “effective means to 
impose its authority and carry 
out its mission.” 

Sarkis called tor toe recons- 
truction of Lebanon, after al- 
most four years of armed cla- 
shes resulting in heavy mater- 
ial land human losses, on "ba- 
ses or i ra men ess, equality, fra- 
ternity, tolerance and open- 
mindedness.” 

He said he was confident 
that “the assistance furnished 1 
bv our - Arab brothers, espe- 1 
cialfy Syria, at this time cons- 
ulates an ^scui.at element 
which help us realise our ob- 
jective."

Bhutto's Peoples Party told 
gruesome stories, of tortme and 
coffifinfiment in separate inter- 
views on Pakistan- Television 
Ute last week. 

The two said they were im- 
prisoned after they, earned 
Bhutto's displeasure two years 
ago, when he was still prime 
minister. 

On Friday night, Amin 
Butt, a former member of the 
Punjab Provincial Assembly 
said his young children could 
not recognize him when ne 
returned from 21 months in 
the Dulai concentration camp. 
He said he was starved conti- 
nuously for fonr to five days at 
intervals and tortured with hot 
iron bars. 

Half Mad 

“When I returned home 
from the detention my 70- 
year-old father had died and 
my wife had turned half mad,” 
he said. 

"AH that Bhutto’s federal 
security force men wanted was 
that Z should give in writing 
and then announce personally 
that I fully supported him," 
he said. 

Ifdkhar Ahmad Tad, ex- 
minister of the Punjab Pro- 
vincial government who was 
dismissed for his opposition 
to Bhutto, also told of tor- 
ture during 22 months in the 
Dulai camp. 

He said he was told that his 
wife and children would be 
eliminated if he A'd not an- 
nounce his support of Bhutto. 
Tari said that Bhutto personal- 


ly visited him in the Dulai 
camp to seek his support. 

“Bhutto wanted me to kill 
Mr. Khar and Sadiq Hussain 
Qureshi, former two governors 
of Punjab who had started 
opposing Mr. Bhutto openly, 
if i wanted to live alive in this 
world,” Tari .said. 

Both men pointed out the 
the cells in the camp, which 
measured seven feet by seven 
feet, where they said three to 
five persons were kept huddled 
together for months.

UNRWA staff warns

Gur blasts Begin government; 
reveals hopes for premiership 


TEL AVIV. Jan. 6 (UPI) — 
Former Army Chief of Staff 
Morriechaj Gur Friday blasted 
his government for misreading 
Egypt* real intentions in the 
peace talks with -Israel. 

In his first interview as a 
private citizen, Gur told the 
state-run television he will be 
joining the opposition Labor 
Party Sunday and admitted his 
long-range ambition is to be- 
come a prime minister. Gur 
received ius discharge papers 
Wednesday. 

He said Egypt's inability to 
break away from the rest of 
the Arab world, apparent even 
before President Anwar Sa- 
dat’s visit to Jerusalem, be- 
came even more evident after 
his speech to the Knesset. 

But the government of 
Prime Minister Menahem Be- 
gin rushed into the talks with- 
out adequate preparation and 
oq the basis of “assumptions 
ami illusions,” Gur said. 

"Egypt intends to achieve 
peace only if the rest of the 
Arab countries and the Pales- 
tinians get what it got — ail 
the occupied territories and 
the conceptual terms accom- 
panying a peace treaty” Gur 
said. 

Given Egypt's position, the 
former chief of staff said Is- 
rael should have pursued the 
negotiations “without setting a 
final objective, because there 
are still many Arab states that 
are not ready for peace.”

Naga guerrilla raids empty Assam villag 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 6 (Rj— 
Thousands of people Bed their 
homes in the far eastern In- 
dian state of Assam Saturday 
after the killing of at least SO 
people Friday in guerrilla at- 
tacks by separatist Naga 
tribesmen. 

The Nagas, armed with guns, 
axes and spears, raided five 
villages and left 70 people in- 
jured .officials said in the As- 
sam capita] of GaubaAi Satur- 
day. 

They said more than 6,000 
villagers had already fled the 


area and t: «sn shelter in 
camps in nearby towns. More 
people were streaming in, fear- 
ing further Naga attacks. 

The lightning raid on file 
villages was the first major 
Incident in the area since a 
section of the Naga rebels 
signed a peace accord with 
the Indian government in 1975, 
pledging allegience to the In; 
dian constitution. 

A smaH but determined 
group of rebels had rejected 
the accord which fallowed 
more than 25 years of fighting 


in the juggle hills of Nagaland, 
which borders Burma. 

The latest violence is be-

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Sino-Soviet qualms

MOSCOW — 
Armored personnel carriers 
raced across die frozen Amur 
River, discharging Russian ' 
troops on the other side. The 
Russians dressed in . hodded 
* white whiter coats and pants, 
stormed ashore, machineguns 
ready. 

The scene was Khabarovsk, 
tile -bigeest city in the Soviet 
Far East, and the place where 
Western travelers here get their 
closest look at the Sino-Soviet 
border. The disputed border 
with China begins near the 
opposite bank. 

The military exercise was 
witnessed by some of those 
Western travelers. It underlin- 
ed the continuing tension along 
the 4,500- mile-long border se- 
parating the two countries that 
more than ever dominate U-S. 
strategic Chinking, 

The Soviet-Ounese border 
has been called the most hos- 
tile and heavily aimed in the 
world. 

One end of it reaches nearly 
to the vast oil deposits of the 
Middle East. The other is a 
ferry ride from Japan. 

The Soviet Union reported. 
Iy has between 800,000 and 
one millioa troops, armed with 
offensive nuclear weapons, sta- 
tioned along the border. It also 
has six tank divisions there 
and a large contingent of com- 
bat aircraft 

According to rhe Internation- 
al Institute for Strategic Stu- 
dies, 70 of the 136 main force 
divisions of Peking’s People's 
Liberation Army are deployed 
in northern China, facing their 
vastly belter equipped Soviet 
counterparts. 

The two sides beam a cons- 
tant stream of hostile propa- 
ganda at each other by short- 
wave radio and in some cases 
loudspeaker. 

The heavily armed border 
stands as both a symbol of the 
nearly two-decade-ol drift bet- 
ween the world's two major 
Communist powers and as a 
potentially dangerous flashpoint 
where what has been largely 
an ideological and diplomatic 
confrontation can erupt at any 
time into a military one. 

The border situation is of 
increasing concern to the Uni- 
ted Stales at a time when Wa- 
shington is trying to complete 
an important Strategic Aims 
Limitation Treaty -with, the So- 
viets after establishing diploma- 
tic relations with China. 

Open hostilities have broken 
out on the disputed border be- 
fore — most recently last May 9 
when Soviet troops crossed into 
Chinese territory in what Mos- 
cow later apologized for as a 
“mistaken'’ violation of the bor- 
der. 

The most serious clash came 
nearly 10 years ago, in March 
1969, when, according to con- 
flicting accounts, as many as 
240 Russian hoops and up to 
800 Chinese died in two pitch- 
ed battles over 1 a small, dispu- 
ted island in the Ussuri River 
near Khabarovsk called Danv 
ansfcy by the Soviets and Chen- 
pao by die Chinese: 

At that time, according to 
several reports, the Kremlin 
teetered on the brink of launch- 
ing a pre-emptive military sirike 
•against China to wipe out Its 


southern neighbor's budding 
nuclear capability. Moscow has 
denied such reports as “non- 
sensical" and “a lie from be- 
ginning to end.'* 

Seven months after the 
Ussuri River clashes, the So- 
viet Union and China began 
negotiations over the disputed 
border. The talks Have dragged 
on ever since, with no end in 
sight. The latest round, which 
opened just days before last 
May's incident, broke off last 
summer. 

Contrary to popular assump- 
tions, the inhabitants along the 
Soviet side of the Sino-Soviet 
border tend not to be descen- 
dants of the distinctly oriental 
tribes that originally populated 
tfae area in the 13fe and 14th 
centuries. Particularly in fee 
most sensitive border areas, 
they arepr ed o<ni oantl y Russian. 

The Czars sent Russians to 
colonize Siberia and the Far 
East beginning in the 17th cen- 
tury, and their Soviet successors 
are doing much the same today 
as they try to find the manpo- 
wer to develop the desolate, but 
mineral-rich land. 

The Khabarovsk region, for 
example, is 85 per cent Russian. 
The city itself s'rts in a wide 
valley between two low moun- 
tain ranges and has a decidedly 
European flavor. "When you 
walk down the streets of Kha- 
barovsk," commented one re- 
cent visitor, “you fed almost 
like you’re in Moscow.” 

Soviet troops statioaed along 
the Chinese border also tend to 
be Europeans — ostensibly be- 
cause of the Kremlin's desire to 
give them a greater appreciation 
for the international flavor of 
their oouncry. 

The current Sino-Soviet bor- 
der dates from the middle of 
the 19th century when Czarist 
Russia took advantage of the 
weakening Ching Dynasty to ex- 
pand its control to the eastern- 
most sections of what is today 
Siberia and the Soviet Far East. 

China now refers to the lands 
it turned over at that time as 
its "lost territories.” In aH, 
some 580,000 square miles of 
land are involved. 

Former Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev used to sneer that 
the Chinese wanted a return to 
“the frontiers of the Old Testa- 
ment-” His successors take the 
same line. 

* “It is simply absurd to refer 
to acts from the history of an- 
cient and medieval empire in 
order to prove one’s right to 
any territory, because tbe past 
has nothing to do with the es- 
tablished boundaries of mod- 
em states,” a Soviet commen- 
tator argued recently. 

Still, when Moscow tried last 
February to patch up the Sino- 
Soviet rift, Peking replied that 
it would do so only if the 
Kremlin acknowledged the **un- 
equalness” of those Czarist trea- 
ties. Another precondition was 
that the Soviet Union pull its 
troops back from the disputed 
borders. 

How serious the Chinese are 
about reclaiming the “lost ter- 
ritories'* is debatable A top 
SovieL party official toid West- 
ern visitors recently that such a 
move is inevitable sooner or 
later.

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New threat to South Africa

JOHANNESBURG — 

South Africa, akeady under 
the threat of U.N. economic 
sanctions and braced for an 
escalating guerrilla war, is con- 
fronted with the prospect pf 
losing its traditional source of 
crude oil from strife-tom Iran. 

Some 90 per cent of South 
Africa’s imported fuel was ship- 
ped from Iran before the un- 
rest. 

Now, South Africa is pay- 
ing what one government offi- 
cial called "premia” prices for 
oil from undisclosed other 
sources — a trend that could 
become permanent in the face 
of threats by Iran’s new lead- 
ers to halt all shipments to the 
white-ruled nation and Israel.

A week before the com- 
mittee was to meet for tbe 
first time, newspapers here re- 
ported that a second exploring 
ofl rig called the Sedco 708 
was on its way from the North 
Sea to begin drilling off the 
west coast of South Africa. 

The only- other rig drilling 
for pockets of offshore oil has 
had no success. 

South Africa’s only local oil 
supplies — less than ten. per 
cent of its needs — is pro- 
cessed from coal at a state- 
owned plant. Plans are afoot- 
to build further plants, and 
experts predict that wife fee 


South Africa has now agreed 
to United Nations-supervised 
ejections, but further demands 
from Communist and Third 
World states are expected. 

Moreover .there has been no 
sign of a lull in guerrilla offen- 
sives, where military sources 
predict an escalation in com- 
ing months. “Die Vaderland, 
a pro-gov eminent newspaper, 
warned in an editorial Friday 
feat South Africa should be 
braced for further onslaughts.

But ofl industry sources here 
assert that not only South 
Africa and white South Afri- 
cans would suffer.

Gas station politics

TEHRAN— 
For millions of Iranians, 
their country's political crisis 
has become symbolized by fee 
miles -long queues still forming 
outside the few gasoline, sta- 
tions feat remain open here. 

"I don’t mind it,” said Ha- 
mid Ferdowsi, a Tehran cab- 
bie who had spent .more than 
20 hours waiting his cum' at a 
gas pump Friday. “The -people 
axe happy to do this. They re- 
gard it as part of fee smuggle 
against fee SHah.” 


'feat it would take a week for 
'supplies to normalize. 

Streets normally jammed by 
up to one milli on cars a day. 
have been laigeiy free of tra f' 
fic for days. Tbe only jams 
were those at still functioning 
stations. 

News of resumed produc- 
tion had not yet reached most- 
of those in fee gas and kero- 
sene lines Friday afternoon. 
When told the news, one mo- 
torist shrugged as if to say,

The main purpose of Panto- 
mime is to prove that true 
love always overcomes . obsta- 
cles and that virtue invariably 
triumphs over evil however 
hopeless the situation appears. 
This of course only happens in 


the fairyland of Pantomime, 
which is a wonderful adven- 
ture for children and an exer- 
cise in nostalgia for their pa- 
rents. 

“Sing a song of Sixpence” is 
taken from the nursery rhyme 
of that name, in which a pie 
containing “four and twenty 
blackbirds” was baked for the 
king. Little is remembered 
nowadays of the contemporary 
political or social events which 
prompted the composition of 
this rhyme and all the other 
apparently innocent songs sung 


by children on the streets of 
London through the centuries. 
Most of the rhymes were libel- 
lous and first appeared in sati- 
rical, political broadsheets. The 
children took them up without 
’ knowing the double meaning.. 
“A Frog he would a Wooing 
go”, for instance, is a satire on 
the extravagant love life of 
King Charles II and “Ring a 
Ring of Roses” is a song about 
the Great Plague (“Tishoo, 
Taboo, We ah fall down”). 

This ambivalence of Panto- 
mime fa .. sophistication and 
double entendre of comic dia- 
logue and at the same time a 
. simplicity of essential moral 
values in spite of the compli- 
cations of plot and counter 
plot, mistaken identity, and 
so on) continues to be a fea- 
ture of the contemporary 
English theater of comedy, 
where important players are 
enthusiastic to appear for the 
short Pantomime season as a 
break from their other acting 
roles. 

The thing which always ap- 
peals to children is that they 
are expected to take part by 
identifying the villain and 
.shouting a warning to’ the 
hero, joining in a special ac- 
tion song, or responding noisi- 
ly to a code word, pronounced, 
apparently out of context, by 
the comic widow. Children love 
•Pantomime, the wonder and 
the terror of K, because they 
see every moral issue in a very 
clear light. Adults are very 
often surprised, having been 
dragged there by the children, 
that they enjoyed it even more 
than the little ones, if such a 
thing were possible at ati. (The 
same is true of Punch and 
Judy, from the same, antique, 
Italian source). 

So go. by all means, and 
take tbe children with you.

An exhibition of the work of 
Frei Otto and his teams from 
1955 to the present was on 
display at King Faisal Univer- 
sity in Dammam. Otto is a 
builder who has taken the 
traditional concept of the tent 
as a shelter for man, elevated, 
expanded and in some cases 
amplified it into a phantas- 
magoric array of small to mas- 
sive structures. The exhibit, a 
series of blown-up photos of 
works and models, all identi- 
fied and explained, is a history 


of a man who believes in using 
ultramodern technology to 
achieve ma xi mum lightness and 
extreme strength in his roofs 
and buildings. 

In fact. Otto's designs can- 
not always be called buildings. 
Often they consist simply of 
huge square surfaces stretched 
and anchored at strategic 
points. The thin membranes 
become saddle-shaped roofs for 
temporary and permanent shel- 
ters, peaked or winged tents, 
that can resemble spider webs, 


whitecaps or the Alps. The 
son and grandson of sculptors, 
Otto uses models of spap film 
and wood when desiring his 
models. Often he shows the 
mind of an inventor more than 
that of an architect, creating 
mechanical detail and inventing 
solutions for complex problems 
from his observations of plant 
and animat structures. 

On display were photos and 
plans for pavilions, stadiums, 
thermal bath enclosures, uni- 
versity buildings, and even 
Hajj shade roofs to accom- 


modate pilgrims. One ingenious 
retractable membrane roof was 
developed to be quickly un- 
furled over a medieval open- 
air theater site to protect au- 
diences from sudden summer 
rains. 

Also on display was Otto's 
model of the bold new sports 
complex which is being built 
at King Abdul Aziz University 
in Jeddah (see Saudi Business. 
Dec. 7-13, I97S). This vast 
tent will stand 30 meters high 
and cover 9.GHU square 
meters.

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Struggling with reforestation

CAMP KENANGAN. Indonesia — Bouncing along a 
' dirt road that winds through tropical rain forests, the Weyer- 
haeuser Company’s pickup truck suddenly emerges into a large, 
' cleared area dotted with tiny pine trees. 

•* *' " Indonesians wielding machetes wade through the under- 
“ ‘brush, hacking ax the weeds and vines that constantly threaten 
■ 'to return and choke off the young trees’ growth. 

< • Halfway around the world from its home base in Tacoma, 
Wash., Weyerhaeuser has been introducing Caribbean pine 
''trees into tbe forest wilderness of Kalimantan, the former 
'"Borneo. 

It is a controversial experiment that has cast the giant 
:,> ‘limber company as the environmental good guy in an emo- 
■**~4innal debate between conservationists and commercial inter - 
"-ests. Virtually alone among the more than 400 foreign and 
'^’domestic timber concessionaries in Kalimantan, Weyerhaeuser 
•*has been planting new trees, testing the soil and warning of 
-' the disastrous effects of uncontrolled limber operations, 
ri*. Elementary as reforestation of timberiands may seem to 
f 1 conservationists, it is a novel idea that has yet to gain wide 
acceptance in Indonesia and the rest of the under-developed 
.t world, where the Iasi great untapped wood reserves lie. 

;r What happens here is, therefore, being closely watched by 
‘ forestry experts, who warn that tropical rain forests in West 
-Africa, Brazil's Amazon Basin and other parts of Southeast 
'' Asia are among the most threatened resources on the planet. 

Economic and -political pressures here have been pushing 
in a direction that worries the environmentalists — toward 
accelerated cutting and massive exploitation of the 100 mil- 
lion acres (40 million hectares) of standing timber on Kali- 
mantan. 

Government-planners in Jakarta view limber exports as 
..a crucial source of royalties and revenues to finance other 
.projects. Most of the local businessmen and overseas Chinese 
financiers who have become partners in the foreign timber 
companies prefer to see profits distributed as dividends instead 
of being reinvested in reforestation programs, which will not 
'-yield income for years. 

“Everything foresters talk about has been happening in 
.' Ka liman tan jn disastrous proportions,” says Charles Lank ester, 
senior forestry adviser for the United Nations Development 
Project. “It's a calamitous denuding of forests with a loss of 
soil fertilization and water. Companies like Weyerhaeuser are 
beginning to show the way in responsible forest management 
. in large-scale operations. 

“The image of the ugly American multi-national is not a 
correct one. The real problem Is fly-by-night_ operators who 
are heavily financed from outside and well equipped with buU- 
’dozers." 

That an unprecedented timber boom is under way here 
is obvious. Flying over eastern Kalimantan, a traveler looks 
down on logging roads winding through the tropical canopy 
[‘and rafts of logs floating down rivers on their way to waiting 
‘icoasial freighters. 

, One mile downstream from the provincial capital of 
’ Saznarinda, on the wide, pewter-colored Mahakam River, 
— hundreds of logs of meranti, a mahogany-like wood, wail to 
be processed at the new plywood mill of Georgia Pacific, the 
American timber company. 

The logging boom has lured many off-islanders to east 
a Kalimantan. Newcomers from Sulawlesi across the Makassar 
1 Strait have followed the new logging roads and burned down 
5 thousands of acres along them for their temporary farming 
^operations. 

• Horror stories abound about what goes on farther up the 
’Mahakam River, in the wilderness where native Dayak and 
‘Kutai fishing people Hvtd for centuries in a delicate balance 
with the tropical wildlife — with thousands of species of 
- birds, rare orchids, orangutang and tarsier monkeys. 

According to forestry experts and conservationists who 
have penetrated deep into the interior, logging already has 
inflicted extensive damage — .some of it perhaps permanent. 
The main culprits appear to be Japanese, Korean, overseas 
Chinese and Indonesian timber companies operating with short- 
term concessions. 


John Blower of the World Wildlife Federation in Bogor, 
Indonesia, says that although the timber companies harvest 
only 10 or 12 marketable species occupying as little as ?Q 
per cent of a typical acre, another 20 to 30 per cent of the 
stand may be damaged when these choice trees are removed. 

Travelers report seeing river banks stripped for miles and 
trees cm smaller than the legal minimum of a 20-inches (SI 
cmsl diameter. Lumber rafts reportedly have been hijacked as 
they float downstream, and Weyerhaeuser officials say moon- 
light operators have stolen thousands of trees off the com- 
pany’s concession. 

This hectic commercial activity j 5 an outgrowth of far 
off events, particularly the housing boom in Japan and tbe 
onset of timber shortages and stricter environmental controls 
over forestry in North America and Europe. 

In the 1960s. the trends caused the international timber 
companies — the “multi pulps" — to start eyeing the 2.4 bil- 
lion acres (960 million hectares) of Hardwood forest In tbe 
world’s rainy tropical belt. In Asia this wood, suitable for 
construction lumber, furniture, panelling and ships, stood 
dose to t-he growing Japanese market and the plywood plants 
and sawmills of South Korea and Taiwan. 

The rising cost of imported oil, food and other com- 
modities was an incentive to poor countries to invite foreign 
capital and technology to exploit their untapped timber re- 
serves to pay for these imports. Although Indonesia, for 
example, has 3 per cent of the world's proven oil reserves, its 
food import bill runs close to SI billion. 

This is about equal to its timber export revenues, which 
have shot to S! billion from only $100 million in 197(1 

Tropical Hardwood also has become one of the fastest 
growing exports of other developing countries, providing about 
as much earnings as sugar, cotton and copper. 

Until 1967, the Indonesian timber industry was under 
state control. There was little logging in Kalimantan. Most 
timber operations involved teak in Java. But in 1967, the new 
military government of President Suharto changed course and 
opened up the economy to foreign investment. 

The structure of tbe limber industry that subsequently de- 
veloped reGed on foreign companies or local Chinese capital, 
but influential businessmen with lies to the govern moil were 
brought in as “partners.” ;; 

There was a scramble for control of Kalimantan's hard- 
woods — one of the largest reserves in Southeast Asia. Con- 
cessions were awarded amid widespread reports of political- 
favoritism. 

Weyerhaeuser officials acknowledge that Weyerhaeuser 
came somewhat late to reforestation — and when it did so, 
it was under the economic pressure of policy changes ordered 
by the Indonesian government. 

Today, however, a visit to the company's plantation, re- 
achable only by speedboat departing from the coastal port of 
Balik Pa pan, leaves no doubt that Weyerhaeuser has indeed 
poured money into reforestation, as well as into facilities and 
amenities for its 1,200 workers. 

But for all the hopeful signs. Weyerhaeuser has run into 
a complicated series of political, commercial, biological and 
social problems that have made the future unccstain- 
Company officials acknowledge that its its partners and some 
parts of the government in Jakarta are lukewarm to the pro- 
gram, although officials of the ministry of forestry say they 
are enthusiastic. 

Finance ministry officials are stressing the need to acce- 
lerate the cutting and export of logs. For instance, starting in 
1976, Weyerhaeuser was asked to increase its annual cut to 
1.4 million cubic meters. 

“In dealing with our Indonesian friends we sometimes find 
ourselves in the odd situation of arguing on behalf of Indo- 
nesia's long-term national interests,” said one timber company 
official. ?;• 

In what could be read as an implied warning to faiddhesa, 
the World Bank has noted that “the failure to adopt a con- 
trolled forestry policy is attributable to a lack of political wiB 
reflecting both a short- sighte d view and a long-established at- 
titude toward forests." (WP)

NEW YORK— Once no 

more than a surgeon's 
dream, the re-attachment of 
severed limbs is an operation 
coming of age in modern me- 
dicine — a fact reflected in the 
restoration last week of an 
Il'-year-old gill's leg. 

Bui doctors are expressing 
only guarded optimism in tbe 
cajse of Elizabeth McFadden, 
wfwsc leg was- re-attached in 
a '.six-hour operation after she 
fell in front of a train Sun- 
day. 

White surgeons have gamed 
much experience in restoring 
flqgers, hands and arms, res- 
toration of a full: leg is still 
rare, with perhaps fewer than 
tWo dozen operations ever at- 
tempted in the XJS, 


Doctors who worked on the 
girl say it may be years be- 
fore they know whether the 
operation was 'a success. 

The first operation to re- 
attach a fully severed limb 
was performed in 1962 when 
Dr. Ronald Malt and sur- 
geons at Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston rejoined 
the right arm of a 1 2-year-old 
boy. 

The patient, Everett Know- 
les. now works as a meat deli- 
very man hauling 90-kilogram 
sides of beef, a spokesman at 
the hospital said. 

Despite tills success, the 
“replant" operation ' remained 
experimental in the United 
States until Malt and a dozen 
other prominent surgeons vi- 
sited China m the early 1970s. 


The Chinese had achieved 
success with many such ope- 
rations, including re-attaching 
a leg. “We came back resolv- 
ed lo try harder," said Dr. 
Marold Kleinert, a surgeon 
from Louisville, Kentucky, who 
was one of ‘hose who made 
the trip. 

Today, doctors estimate, 
perhaps 1,000 Americans a 
year undergo replant opera- 
tions, with fingers, hands and 
legs, in that order, accounting 
for nearly all 

Tbe operations are perform- 
ed by teams of surgeons at 
more than a dozen medical 
centers and sometimes last up 
to 24 hours. 


17 hours piecing together the 
Shapered legs of Lee Stimson, 
now II, whose legs and pdyi* 
were crushed and mangled 
when he fell under a train.

Neto ’s tough line a gainst UNITA 

Zaire

LUANDA — 

While Presdeot Agostmho 
Neto has made reconcaiation 
the keystone of bis present 
foreign policy, there is no 
sign he is ready to take a. 
similar approach toward the 
main apposition group to his 
government inside Angola. 

The National Union for the 
Total Independence of Ango- 
la (UNITA), led by Jonas 
Savimbi and still extremely 
active in the far sooth, conti- 
nues to be regarded as the 
main enemy of the Angolan 
people and fittie more than in 
extension of the Sooth Afrir 
can military machine that 
most be 'dealt with by force 
rather than political com- 
promise. 

So far. however, neither the 
presence of 19,000 Cuban sol- 
diers, massive Soviet znilitaiy 
assistance nor repeated army 
sweeps through the remote 
UNITA-infested areas of sou- 
thern Angola has succeeded in 
wiping out this tribally based 
opposition movement or in 
capturing Savimbi. 

Controversy still persists in 
Washington and other Western 
capitals whether it was princi- 
pally Savimbi’s fault that thou- 
sands of Cuban troops came to 
Angola just after independen- 
ce in November 1975. The 
dispatch of such a large Cuban 
military contingent to Africa 
became, and has remained, a 
major obstacle to improved 
relations between Cuba and 
the United States as weH as to 
American diplomatic recogni- 
tion of the Neto government. 

Although Savimbi was aided 
by the Central Intelligence' 
Agency diving the civil, war 
and struggle for power here at 
independence. Neto says he is 
now ready and desirous to 
establish ties with the United 
States. 

But he has rejected both tbe 
American demand that the 
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Cuban troops be sent home or 
a political settlement with 
UNITA as preconditions for 
US. recognition. 

Asked about the possibility 
of a national reconciliation 
between his government and 
UNITA, Neto was categorical 
in his answer to a group of 
American reporters accom- 
panying Sen. George McGo- 
vern on his recent visit here: 
“UNITA is group which is 
directed by South Africa and 
provided with its munitions 
and uniforms by South Africa. 
It was UNITA that brought 
the South Africans here when 
they invaded Angola. They are 
traitors to our country. So we 
cannot have reconciliation.” 
The deep bitterness that per- 
sists between the Neto go- 
vernment and UNITA even 
until today, nearly two years 
after the formal end of the 
civil war. is thus understand- 
able. Furthermore. UNITA 
remains one of the main caus- 
es of Angola’s present-day eco- 
nomic difficulties. 


Savimbi’s "forces continue to 
carry on a low level guerrilla 
war throughout the southern 
third of the country. They 
have succeeded in disrupting 
trade between the food produ- 
cing south and the north: Pre- 
vented the Benguela Railroad 
stretching from Zaire to the 
coastal port of Lobho from 
resuming operations and creat- 
: ng a state of general insecu- 
rity throughout southern An- 
gola. 

In early December. UNITA 
agents set off a bomb m 
Kuambo, the main city »n 
the southcentral highlands, 
killing 40 persons and injuring 
120 others. 

The much heralded reopen- 
ing of the Benguela Railroad 
scheduled in mid-November 
as part of the reconciliation 
between Angola and neighbor- 
ing Zaire has never taken 
place despite a formal cere- 
mony, again beumse UNITA 
guerrillas blew up several brid- 
ges along tbe fine. 

The strategy of the Neto 


government toward UNITA 
seems to be to fight on until 
fjavinrba himself is captured 
in the expectation that this 
will provoke the collapse of 
the entire movement. This 
reportedly nearly happened 
three times during the past 
year. 

In his speech marking the 
third anniversary of Angola’s 
independence Nov, II, Neto 
told . of one narrow escape 
Savimbi had had. He said 
that South Africa had sent a 
military heficopter from Nami- 
bia the night of March 28 to 
rescue him as gover nm ent for- 
ces were dosing in on his 
hideout in southeastern Angofa. 

Wbjle attempts to capttue 
or JdD Savimbi continue; 
Neto is following a parallel 
Foreign policy of cooperating 
with the Western powers and 
the United Nations in then- 
joint plan for bolding inter- 
nationally supervised elections 
in Namibia tins coming year.

$1 billion too much alleged 

U.S. price suit charges oil firms 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 6 
(AP) — The United Slates go- 
vernment has accused nine ma- 
jor oil companies of over- 
charges of more than SI billion 
for natural gas liquids, a sour- 
ce of such products as pro- 
pane, butane and beating oil. 

In a suit filed jointly, the 
Energy and Justice Depart* 
meats asked that the compa- 
nies be ordered to refund the 
excess charges plus interest. 

“Since many of the alleged 
violations have continued be- 
yond the period covered by 
the (government) audit and are 
in some cases continuing to- 
day, the total of these alleged 
pricing violations will certain- 
ly exceed SI billion/' the 
Energy Department said in a 
statement. 

The government's action in- 
dudes a lawsuit filed earlier 
against Exxon for some S3 16 
million. The new action, filed 
Friday against eight other oil 
reiGneis, alleges additional 
overcharges of at least S624 
mUHon. 

Defendants in the new case 
are Texaco, Phillips, Mobil. 
Amoco, Shell, Cities Service, 
Atlantic Richfield and Gulf. 
Paul Bloom, Energy Depart- 
ment special counsel for en- 
forcement. said there was no 


accusation of criminal conduct 
or conspiracy on the port of 
the companies. 

Several companies replied 
Friday that their pricing sys- 
tems complied with “ambi- 
guous pricing regulations" as 
they were generally understood, 
but that the department chan- 
ges ihe interpretations and 
then applies the changed rules 


retroactively. 

The companies said they 
had been asking for further 
interpretation of the rides, and 
some said they had filed suit 
against the government asking 
for a judicial explanation of 
the pricing regulations. 

The lawsuits accuse the com- 
panies of either charging cus- 


tomers too much for products 
derived from natural gas li- 
quids, or “banking" excessive 
costs on thar ledger?, to serve 
as the basis for boosting con- 
sumer costs later. 

Bloom said it was not yet 
known exactly bow much of 
the alleged overcharges were 
actually collected from the cus- 
tomers. 


Wall Street booms regardless 
of 1 prophets crying recession 


NEW YORK* Jan. 6 (AP>— 
The stock market has appa- 
rently not heard that 1979 is 
not going to be much of a 
year for the United States 
economy, if the boom of the 
year’s first week is any indica- 
tion. 

After the relative stability of 
the last two months of 1978. 
stock prices took off in the 
first few days of 1979. Ana- 
lysts attributed the burst of 
strength to reaction to those 
November and December dol- 
drums. 

“One of the reasons you 
can say the market went up is 
because it did not go down." 
said Newton Zinder at E.F. 


Hutton and Co. 

“Hie market just refused to 
go lower, no matter what news 
we had thrown at it.” said 
Eldon Grimm, an analyst at 
Birr, WO son and Co. “After 
it wouldn’t go down, the next 
direction was up.” 

The bad news — and * there 
was plenty of it — included the 
forecasts for 1979. continuing 
inflation and Spiraling interest 
rates. 

But the week’s news indica- 
ted that some of those prob- 
lems may be diminishing — the 
Iranian situation showed signs 
of possibly beginning to stabi- 
lize. for instance, and the dol- 
lar showed strength.

So the market went up. 
The Dow Jones industrial ave- 
rage finished ai 830.73, a 25.72- 
point rise on the week.

Industrialized world benefited 
by OPEC, U.S. expert says... 


HOUSTON .Tex. Jan. 6 
(APj — The stability of OPEC, 
and its “artificially high” oil 
prices, may be in the best in- 
terests of the industrialized 
world, a dean at Texas A and 
M University says. 

But the future price of Mid- 
dle East oil still “ranks as a 
major economic uncertainty,”' 
Prof. Earl Cook, dean of thf 
College of Geosciences, told 
the 1 45th national meeting of 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

“It looks as if OPEC pri- 
ces, both because ot the dec- 
line in the dollar and because 
of internal needs of some of 
the organization’s members, 
can go no way but up,” Cook 
6aid at a session on oil and 
gas resources. 

But the prices could go 
down because of a collapse of 
the body oi a worldwide eco- 
nomic depression, he said.

U.S. car makers shave 
importers 9 market share 


DETROIT, Jan. 6 (API- 
Foreign car sales slipped about 
3.3 per cent in ’1978 but im- 
ports still enjoyed their second 
best year in the United States, 
according to final figures re- 
ported by importers. 

A weak December saw sales 
drop 10.3 per cent for the 
mouth while domestic manu- 
facturers posted a 2.7 per cent 
increase, repeating u pattern 
that had characterized the 
year. 

Company executives blamed 
the 1978 decline on repeated 
major price rises forced on 
them by the fall of the dollar 
and increased competition .in 
the small-car market from Det- 
roit. 

Americans bought an esti- 
mated 1.99 million foreign 
cars during the year. That was 
second only to 1977, when im- 
port sales reached 2.07 mil- 
lion cars. 

That high of 1977 is unlike- 
ly to be repeated, foreign com- 
panies agree. Nissan USA. 
which imports Datsun, expect 
the imports' share to settle in 
eventually at 15 per cent to 
16 per cent 

In Britain, foreign car manu- 
facturers are planning further 
sales increases in what is ex- 
pected to be a tougher Bri- 


tish market this year, after 
building up tbeir share to al- 
most 50 per cent in 1978. 

Leading continental produ- 
cers. including Renault. Volks- 
wagen, Fiat and Peugeot, were 
this week forecasting sizeable 
increases, helped in some ca- 
ses by new models. 

But there are uncertainties 
about the performance of Ja- 
panese distributors because of 
the confusion surrounding the 
impact of the latest “restraint” 
agreement between Britain and 
Japan. 

British manufacturers be- 
lieve they can recover some of 
the lost ground and hold tbe 
importers share of the mar- 
ket below 50 per cent.

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Chinese, 
Soviets 
bay more 
US. grain 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 6 fAP) 
—The Agriculture Department 
has announced additional grain 
sales to China and the Soviet 
Union, and a package of new 
credk arrangements of $470 
million to enable Poland and 
South Korea to buy American 

commodities. 

Officials said that the Soviet 
‘Union has bought an addition- 
al 530.000 tons of com and 
140.000 tons of wheat for de- 
livery this year. 

China bought 250,000 Ions 
of com for 1979 delivery, the 
announcement said. 

The ne-w sales were report- 
ed by unidentified private ex- 
exporters. No value of the Iran 
sactions or other details were 
disclosed. 

Counting earlier purchases, 
the Soviet Union has now 
bought 875,000 tons of wheat 
and about 1.8 million tons of 
corn for delivery through Sept. 
30, the end of the third year 
of an agreement calling for it 
to make regular purchases of 
American wheat and com. 

The agreement allows Rus- 
sia to buy a minimum of six 
million tons oi wheat and 
com combined each year. It 
bought about 14.8 million tons 
in 1977-78. 

No such agreement exists 
with China, but it has bought 
about 4.4 million tons of 
wheat and 2.9 million tons of 
com since resuming American 
grain purchases in 1978 after 
a four-year absence in the 
American market. 

China has also bought Ame- 
rican cotton, soybeans and 
soybean oil for delivery 
through this year.

Peru dectares stale o f emergency 


LIMA. Jan. 6 (R)— Peru’s 

military government Saturday 
imposed a state of emergency 
and suspended constitutional 
guarantees for 30 days. 

A presidential decree pub- 
lished in the official gazette 
said the clampdown .was in 
answer to a planned, three-day 
general strike scheduled to 
start next Tuesday to protest 
against rising living costs. 

It added that the stoppage 
was "politicaliy-motivaied and 
subversive.” 

The government has also 
banned an unspecified number 
of independent political week- 
lies until further notice. 

Labor sources said police 
Friday detained scores of la- 
bor leaders in an apparent ef- 


fort to prevent the strike. 

They included 10 leading of- 
ficials of unions affiliated to 
the powerful communist-led ge- 
neral confederation of Peru- 
vian Workers. 

Peru's military rulers said 
tfae planned stoppage was ille- 
gal. It jeopardized the coun- 
try’s return to democratic rule 
and threatened economic re- 
covery, they said. 

A 48-hour nationwide strike 
in may last year led to wides- 
pread rioting in which at least 
20 people died. 


Under toe terras of the dec- 
lared fixate of emergency, po- . 
lice have the right to enter

Tfae government earlier gran- 
ted workers a general wage 
tnaease of $10 per mo nib, but 
tfae increase was immediately 
denounced by the strike leaders 
as “xidkulons” set against a 
75 per cent inflation rate dur- 
ing. 1978.

Housewives in some areas 
raided supermarket shelves in 
a wave of panic buying, des- 
pite statements by the officials 
and supermarket chains that 
there was plenty of food. 

About 2,000 specially, train- 
ed troops stood by . to ensure 
deliveries of gas and heating 
oil for bospitals, the police, 
important industries and other 
vital users should the govern- 
ment call them in.

Hundreds of schools wiU stay 
closed through lack of heat- 
ing. 

In the London area, moto- 
rists started lining up at day- 
break at the few gas stations 
which had not run dry. 

About 2,000 drivers em- 
ployed by Texaco, one of the 
big four companies distribut- 
ing gas in Britain, are on strike 
and the other drivers are vot- 
ing on whether to accept the 
employers' 15 per cent rise. 

But drivers at some intfi vi- 
dua! depots have walked out. 

Home Secretary Merlyn 
Rees denied Saturday that the 
government's anti-inflation po- 
licy, based on holding wage 
rises to five per cent this year, 
had collapsed. 

But he hinted that the go- 
vernment may take other fiscal 
and monetary measures to hold 
inflation below 10 per cent a 
year if pay rises get out of 
hand.

In Paris, meanwhile, Kho- 
meini Saturday denounced toe 
new government as “usurping 
and illegal,” and urged bis fol- 


lowers to fight for its downfall. 

“Continue your struggle,” be 
urged Iranians in a communi-

Communist Chinese spies into 
America under s t ude n t and 
diplomatic cover. 

He said he has already be- 
gun beefing up counterintel- 
ligence forces to handle this 
anticipated espionage problem, 
which may focus on attempts 
to ferret out tectmolqgicai 
secrets. 

Webster said the recognition 
of China wifl ‘^unquestionably 
present new challenges to the 
FBI which has the responsi- 
bility for foreign counterin- 
telligence in this country." 

He noted officials expect 
China wiU eventually send 
about 2,000 envoys of various 
kinds to tbe United States, 
seeking “parity” with the So- 
viet contingent — and several 
hundred exchange students as 
wdl. 

Referring to the exchange 
students that have already be 
gun arriving Webster said 
“they are not coming over here 
as espionage agents, they an 
coming over as intelligence ga- 
therers.”
